From Kende th e democratic nomi­ 
nee learned that tne republican party 
is attem pting to m ake much politi­ 
cal capital out of the phrase used by 
Governor Wilson in his “History of 
the American People.” in which he

who came to the United States from 
] Southern Europe. Thousands of Hun- 
gaiians. Poles and Italians, Kende 
said, are receiving circulars purport­ 
ing to give the Wilson attitude on 
the question of immigration. 
Governor Wilson was so much im­ 
pressed with what Kende had to say 
th at be dictated a statem ent which 
he rigned. 
He authorized Kende to 
publish it in his newspaper.

statem ent reads: 
“I 
believe 
in the reasonable re­ 
striction of immigration, but not in 
any icstrictions which will exclude 
from the country honest, industrious 
men who are seeking w hat America 
has 
always 
offered—an asylum for 
those who seek a free field. 
T he 
whole question is a very difficult one, 
but I think it can be solved with jus­ 
tice and generosity. 
“ Anyone who has the least knowl­ 
edge of Hungarian history m ust feel 
that that stock has proved itself on~ 
the side of liberty and opportunity.” 
Kende asked this question: 
“Would you exclude Hungarian im­ 
m igrants?” 
Governor Wilson replied: 
*T do not w'ant to exclude any hon­ 
est, good m an w'ho has th e initiative 
to come here and work honestly for 
the welfare of the United States.”

BISHOP WARREN IS DEAD 


Widely Known Ecclesiastic Was Re­ 


tired From Active Service. 


Denver, July 24.—Bishop K erry W. 
Warren, of the Methodist Episcopal 
church, who was retired from active 
work by the general conference last 
May, died here last night. 
He was 
stricken with pneumonia a fe.v days 
ago. 
Henry White Warren was born Jan- j 
nary 4, 1831, in Williamsburg, Mass. 
In 1857 he graduated from Wesleyan 
university, Middleton, Conn. His first 
pastorate w’as in Worcester, Mass. 
Later he was called to some of the 
highest pulpita in Worcester, Boston, 
Lynn, Cambridge, Charlestown, Phila­ 
delphia and Brooklyn. At Atlanta, (>a., 
he founded Clark university. 
Books on science, astronomy theo­ 
logy and travel attest his versatility 
as a writer. 
In 1855 he married Miss Dyontha L. 
Kilgore, at Lowell, Mass. SUa died 
in 1866. 
He was elected hisliop in 
1880. 
Bishop Warren first came to Colo­ 
rado in 1870. 
After returning East he 
again came West In 1882, and in that
